Scott’s death is the fourth charge­ 
able to the disorder in the “black belt.” 
It ^as there that the hunted negroes 
made their stand, firing on the mob 
from windows and roofs. 
The total 
number of dead are now seven. 


Another death is expected momen­ 
tarily. W. li. Bowe, chief clerk in the 
county treasurer’s office, is slowly 
sinking from the effects of the bullet 
wounds and the beating which ho 
suffered at the hands of negroes Fri­ 
day night. Howe's friends have warn­ 
ed the authorities that “Billy“ will be

Governor Deneen issued six procla­ 
mations, one for each violent death 
during the riot, offering a reward of 
$200 for evidence which would lead 
to the conviction of the guilty per­ 
sons. 


“Wait until the troops go," is the 
word that has been passed around 
town, and recognizing the strength of 
the undercurrent, state, city and coun­ 
ty officers are taxing every effort to 
turn public poinion toward law and 
order. 
To that end Governor Deneen 
has been in conference with officers 
of various civic bodies, including th ' 
chamber of commerce, the Springfield 
Bar association and the Evangelical 
Ministers’ association. 


Many citizens who have important 
testimony regarding the mob and its 
leadeis have been deterred frotfi offer­ 
ing this to the state’s attorney because 
of threats of violnece made against 
them anonymously.

ing out one's "own saivatlon with fear and trembling." and 
for stamping one's individuality upon his home land and com- 
munity there is nothing like the country.

the easier to accomplish because of 
the gentle control in that household. 
There is only one thing that I re- 
gret, and that Is that I stole some 
gold from my master to help me in 
making my way to other lands. 
By 
this lu^ans I was enabled to come to

imagine with almost a certainty what 
did happen 
The kindly Philemon 
gave the youth a cordial welcome, for 
his own sake, for from the begin- 
ning he had planned generous things 
for the poor captive. 
But when he 
heard, his ctory and read the letter 
sent by his hand 
from the great 
teacher who had led him to Jesus, 
all hesitation 
vanished; his 
plans 
ripened at once and on the spot ho 
told Onesimus he was free. 


Not only was he free, but taking 
him by the hand and leading him to 
an inner 
apartment, ho 
called a 
young girl and presented her to One- 
simus, 
"With atetonishment the two 
gazed a moment at each other, and 
then with joy unutterable they sprang 
to embrace; for the girl was the sis- 
ter Onesimus had counted lost.

Truth About

Hydrophobia. 


Many Misconcepiions About a 
Rare Disease and the Chances 
of Contracting it From One 
of New York's Million Dogs 
—O nl y 
16 
Per Cent, o: 
Danger Even From Animals 
With Rabies 


Statistics show that, though fair- 
haired people are, as a rule, less 
strong thau those who have dark 
hair, yet the former Jive longer than 
the latter.

Rabies, popularly termed 
hydro- 
phobia, is. notwithstanding its com- 
parative rarity, the most dreaded of 
all diseases. 
In the human being it 
is a malady. v;ith usually a long per- 
iod of incubation, that disorders the 
intellectual, emotional and other ner- 
vous functions, causing spasj^is of the 
muscles of the eyeballs and throat; 
there is also more or less fever, and 
a thirst for water. 
The patient has 
at first no fear of water, and eagerly 
attempts to drink it; but this he can- 
not do, as the effort of the paralj'zed 
muscles 
to 
swallow 
immediately 
brings on convulsions; and then the 
mere sight of it is sufficient to cause 
their recurrence. 
Whence the name, 
hydrophobia, which means, as most 
persons Icnow, fear of v^»ater, 


In newspaper accounts, the -victims 
of this dread disease are sometimes 
described as foaming at the mouth, 
barking and trying to bite any one 
near them. 
They do none of these 
things. 
It would be as serious to say 
that a man who had contracted hy- 
drophobia from the bite of a cow or 
cat Tiiooed or miaued. 
The disease 
runs it fatal course in about a week, 
death ensuing usually from exhaus- 
tion. 
There is no known remedy for 
rabies; but opiates are administered 
freely to alleviate the frightful suf- 
fering and to lessen the paroxysms. 


Although the germ of rabies has 
not been demonstrated, 
authorities 
agree that it has a specific germ. 
Rabies never occurs in the human 
subject spontaneously; it is invari- 
ably innoculated. 
Whether it ever 
develops in the dog or in other ani- 
mals, without inoculation, is a ques- 
tion concerning which there is some 
diiierence of opinion. 
Dr. Pepper, in 
his chapter on rabies, in Vol I of his 
System of Modicine. maintains that 
the disease never occurs spontaneous- 
ly in any animal whatever. 
In proof 
of his assertion he instances the fact 
that the disease is unknown in the 
islands of Elba, the Hebrides 
and 
Malta, each of which is noted for its 
indigenous race of dogs; while 
in 
South Africa and Australia the out- 
cast dogs that slowly die of hunger 
and thirst are also immune to the 
disorder. 
Moreover, Dr. Pepper "te'ls 
us that cruel experimenters have de- 
prived dogs of water and of food, 
and have exposed them for days to 
the direct v^ys of a tropical sun, with- 
out producing a single case of rabies. 


A fact supporting Dr. Pepper's con- 
tention is that in cities and towns 
where rabies 
has 
been 
prevalent 
strict enforcement of a muzzling law 
has completely stamped out the dis- 
ease. 
Again is his opinion justified 
by another fact: Many more male 
than female dogs go mad. 
The ratio, 
as given by Dr. Pepper, is as high as 
seven to one. 


The explanation of this is, as Dr. 
Pepper's theory, simple: 
Male dogs 
are bitten by other dogs much more 
often than are females. 
A male dog 
fights with a male, but rarely with a 
female; and, like other animals, dogs 
fight 
frequently among 
themselves 
to possess the females. 
So, bites are 
inflicted and rabies propagated, 
if 
present, among the males. 
Even a 
mad dog will hesitate to bite a fe- 
male of his kind. 
Anyway, however 
hydrophobia generates, it is contrary 
to the common belief, more preva- 
lent in temperate than in torrid or 
arctic regions, and there are more 
cases in the spring and fall than in 
the summer or winter. 


Now, if it be true that rabies does 
not occur, even in the dog, except 
through inoculation, what 
becomes 
of the popular notion that hot weath- 
er, deprivation of water, insufllcient 
food and exercise, etc,, make dogs go 
mad? 
Certainly the conviction of 
the 
i;nposslbillty 
of 
spontaneous 
rabies ought to be comforting to tho 
many owners of pet dogs that are 
never allowed to run at large. 
It is 
reassuring to know that a dog which 
has never been bitten will never be- 
come dangerous. 


Every one should know, 
though 
every one does not, that there is no 
more 
danger 
from 
the bite of a 
healthy, dog 
than 
from 
any other 
wound, and if the dog lives for ten 
days after he has bitten any one, 
that person may be perfectly sure 
that he will never have hydrophobia. 
There is a vulgar superstition that 
If a iog 
that has 
Inflicted a bite 
should go mad at some future time, 
the person bitten will go mad, too. 
Of course, there is nothing in it. 


When one has been bitten by a 
suspected dog he should immediately 
apply a tourniquet above the ^^ound. 
A handkerchief 
or necktie will do 
if twisted very tight by means of a 
stick. 
The poison should then be 
sucked out, and the "bite cauterized 
as soon as possible. 
If it is believed 
that the dog was mad, the Pasteur 
treatment should be resorted to. 
Dr. 
W. L. Wheeler, of the Pasteur In- 
stitute, states that only two-tenths of 
one per cent, of those treated at the 
institute 
develop 
hydrophobia, 
the 
few failures being due either to delay 
or to the great extent of the wounds. 


There 
is 
a 
pseudo-hydrophobia 
(lyssophobia) brought on by nervous 
dread, that has often been written 
fcbuut. 
But the fact that no such 


false disease can occur in very youns 
children or in animals that have sup- 
posedly died of rabies successfully 
refutes the argument of some that 
every case of hydrophobia Is im- 
aginary. 


Now, as to the liability to true 
rabies of persons in general. 
There 
are in Greater New York alone prob- 
ably more than a million dogs, and 
as many, if not more, cats; and prob- 
ably thousands of 'men, women and 
children are bitten by dogs or cats, 
some of which are rabid, every day. 
Yet how often do we hear of a case 
of true hydrophobia? 
The Board of 
Health 
reports only 
twenty-seven 
cases during the whole of last year; 
and the annual mortality from hydro* 
phobia in 
this entire 
country of 
SO.000,000 souls is only from 100 to 
300. 
Then we have the significant 
fact, vouched 
for by the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, that the twenty-five or 
thirty men employed by the society 
for the last fourteen years to seize 
stray dogs and cats have been bitten 
in the 
aggregate perhaps 
15,000 
times, and often by dogs and cats pro- 
nounced mad by competent 
to r i 
naries; yet has no case of hydropho- 
bia ever been known among the So- 
ciety's employes or ex-employes. 


The writer 
has it on 
the best 
authority that of persons bitten by 
animals known to have the rabies 
only sixteen per cent, develop 
the 
disease; this proportion being true of 
those who have not undergone any 
treatment. 
Indeed, the disease is so 
rare that many eminent physicians 
have denied its existence. That there 
is such a disease is now, hov/ever, 
conceded by the bes. part of 
the 
profession, and both Dr. 
Wheeler, 
of the 
Pasteur 
Institute, 
and Dr. 
Park, of the Board of Health, aver 
that it is greatly on the Increase. 
That the disease can be eradicated 
has often been demonstrated, and If 
steps toward that end be not soon 
taken it is very possible that hydro- 
phobia may cease to be so rare as it 
undoubtedly now is.—New York Sun- 
day World. 


BIRDS AS FOREST WARDENS. 


Perform Great Service to Man in Pre- 
serving Trees, 


The 
robins 
and other 
familiar 
birds are struggling heroically to get 
their young on the wing, where they 
can be independent of the predatory 
cat and small boy. and also the tom- 
boy. 
This is the season ^yhen it 
seems peculiarly fit that the school 
authorities should instruct teachers 
in all grades to admonish their pu- 
pils as to their duty toward the birds 
and their nestlings at this time. 
It 
is quite apparent that the parents of 
the children are for the most part 
neglecting this most necessary bit of 
instruction; at least, it has so im- 
pressed one who has by heroic ef- 
forts preserved for a week a nest of 
five robins from spoliation 
at 
the 
hands of various children. How much 
longer the nestlings have to live is a 
prol3lem 
from 
which 
an 
actuary 
would probably shrink. 


At the recent meeting of the Gov- 
ernors in Washington for the purpose 
of conserving the land, water and 
forest resources of the nation, 
the 
work of the birds in protecting crops 
was freely acknowledged; but it was 
also shov/n that they have an impor- 
tant part in forest preservation. The 
government recently received a re- 
port from one of its departments to 
the effect that insects cause an annu- 
al loss to trees of more than $100,- 
000,000. 
On the oak alone 400 spe- 
cies of insects, which are sought and 
consumed by the birds of the forest, 
prey continually, the experts of the 
Biological Survey 
have 
discovered. 
On the willow 18* such species at- 
tempt its destruction ;-»on the pine, 
165; one the hickory, 170; one the 
birch, 105, and on the elm, 80. Care- 
ful analysis of the stomachs of wood- 
peckers, titmice, creepers, 
kinglets, 
wood warblers, wrens,' fly catchers, 
swallows, nut-hatches and other birds 
whows that their constant labor is to 
consume those devastating insects. 


The Niitional Society of Audubon 
Societies has declined to offer its co- 
operation in aid of the movement be- 
gun at Washington, and reminds the 
Governors that if they would urge 
and work for the enactment of uni- 
form laws for the protection of birds, 
they would find no better means for 
forwarding their great work. 
And 
to our way of thinking, the work 
could be immensely 
aided 
by 
the 
adoption of a '*bird day" in the pub- 
lic schools, to be celebrated early in 
May of each year. 
The 
exercises 
should be of such nature as to in- 
sure an impression upon the mind 
of the predatory small boy. 
Their 
effect might also reach the minfl. of 
the thoughtless or indifferent adult 
who keeps a useless cat as a "pet." 
—Rochester Herald, 


B l o r c 
C o l o r a d o 
R i v e r 
C h a n g e s . 


Since its invasion of the 
Saltón 
Sink, and the struggle of the en- 
gineers to hold it under control, the 
Colorado 
River 
has found a new 
mouth, twenty or thirty miles south- 
east 
of the 
old 
one. 
The conse- 
quences of this change, says Dr. D. T. 
MacDougal, are somewhat moment- 
ous. 
For one thing, the bore which 
formerly ran many miles up-stream, 
affecting both the Colorado and the 
Hardy Rivers, will probably 
disap- 
pear, since in the new channel the 
water reaches the sea by a more 
gradual descent and with a gentler 
current. 
New mud-fiats will fringe 
the shore for a distance of fifty miles. 
Eventually, it is probable, a brackish 
lake, fifty or sixty miles long, will be 
formed, into which the seepage of 
the Hardy River will flow; and seri^ 
ous disturbance of the plants and ani- 
mals aver an area of several hundred 
square miles may ensue. 


•'Gluten'' Bread and 


Cracker Frands 


By CHARLES CHRISTADORO. 
When starch must be eliminated 
from a sick man's diet, white bread 
Is the first thing tabooed, and then 
follow 
potatoes 
and 
other over- 
charged starchy cereals. 
It is a ser- 
ious matter for th'e patient to be de- 
nied bread, and si) the pathway is 
smoothed out and the doctor 
pre- 
scribes 
"gluten" 
bread, 
because 
gluten 
is not a 
carbohydrate, and 
•^gluten" bread is supposed to be free 
from starch. 


What is gluten? 
Well, spend ten 
minutes and find out—not all about 
it, but something about it. 
Obtain a 
heaping tablespoonful of white fiour. 
Add a little water to it, in a saucer, 
and dough it into a compact ball. 
Turn on the tap in the sink, and let 
the water drip upon your hands as 
you roll the ball between your palms. 
The ball will grow less and loss, and 
the water will be white with starch 
cells held in suspension. 
In ten min- 
utes, more or less, the water will 
run clean and clear, and you appear 
to have a nodule of yellow, 
firm, 
vegetable gum, which you are tempt- 
ed to call "pure" gluten. 
Become a 
gum chewer for once, and keep a- 
chewing for a couple of hours. 
At 
the end of this time the"» quantity of 
gluten is less than when you took it 
from the hydrant. 
What has hap- 
pened? 
You have simply mechcnni- 
cally crushed and broken the gummy 
mass, exposing the infinitesimally fine 
starch cells to the moisture of the 
mouth, and the washings out of the 
raw insoluble starch has continued, 
just an extension of the sink-washing 
process, 
with 
greater 
mechanical 
elaboration to expose the entangled 
starch cell. 
Now take the piece of 
gluten to an analytic chemist. 
When 
his report comes in, you read starch 
fifteen or eighteen, or maybe twenty 
per cent.; gluten, eighty-five, eighty- 
two or eighty per cent., and begin to 
appreciate for the first time what real 
gluten is. 


Where a case is a desperate one. 
and starch or no starch will turn the 
balance of life, it is very easy to pro^ 
cure and analyze a sample of the 
fiour or cracker of "gluten" the pa- 
tient is to use. 
Such a course would 
save a physician many a perple'dng 
hour, and maybe an esteemed patient 
now and then. 


Gluten is a word to conjure with. 
There is for sale in London and Paris 
a gluten bread that is much like 
baked horn or glue, but it is a step 
toward gluten, although it may con- 
tain twenty to twenty-five per cent, 
of starch. 


The fact Is, nothing short of an in- 
tricate installation will produce pure 
gluten, and that at a price which is 
quite, prohibitive. 
Some of the glu- 
ten breads on the market may have 
a portion of their starch eliminated, 
while others have little claim to any 
use of the name.—Scientific Ameri- 
can. 


Buck Fever. 


The saying, "A fool for luck." was 
never more clearly illustrated than in 
a little anecdote told by Colonel Ev- 
ans in his book on California. 
The 
author speaks of "buck fever" as be- 
ing one of the most violent diseases 
which ever attacked the human sys- 
tem. 
It has been the undoing of 
many an experienced hunter, but in 
the case cited by Colonel Evans it 
proved to be the making of a reputa- 
tion. 
A farmer in Illinois 
named 
Wheeler had never fired a gun. 
One 
winter, however, he heard so much 
talk about the sport of hunting that 
his ambition became excltsd, and bor- 
rowing a gun he started out. ' When 
he came back he brought a mag- 
nificent buck, shot by himself square 
in the middle of the forehead. 
He 
said little about his achievement, but 
got the credit of being a crack shot, 
a I'eputation which, although he went 
hunting no more, he held for several 
years. 
Then one day he told his story 
and lost his name as a sportsman. He 
had seen a doe drinking oiit of a 
creek at the foot of a bluff about 
twenty feet high. 
With wild excite-

shut his eyes, set his teeth and pulled 
the trigger. 
To his astonishment he

Truth About Dreaded 
Hydrophobia. 


Many Misconceptions About a 
Rare Disease and the Chances 
of Contracting it From One 
of New York’s Million Dogs 
—Only 16 
Per Cent, of 
Danger Even From Animals 
With Rabies...........................

Rabies, popularly termed hydro­ 
phobia, is, notwithstanding its com­ 
parative rarity, the most dreaded of 
all diseases. 
In the human being it 
is a malady, with usually a long per­ 
iod of incubation, that disorders the 
intellectual, emotional and other ner­ 
vous functions, causing spasjjis of the 
muscles of the eyeballs and throat; 
there is also more or less fever, and 
a thirst for water. 
The patient has 
at first no fear of water, and eagerly 
attempts to drink it; but this he can­ 
not do, as the effort of the paralyzed 
muscles 
to 
swallow 
immediately 
brings on convulsions; and then the 
mere sight of it is sufficient to cause 
their recurrence. 
Whence the name, 
hydrophobia, which means, as most 
persons know, fear of water. 


In newspaper accounts, the victims 
of this dread disease are sometimes 
described as foaming at the mouth, 
barking and trying to bite any one 
near them. 
They do none of these 
things. 
Tt would be as serious to say 
that a man who had contracted hy­ 
drophobia from the bite of a cow or 
cat mooed or miaued. 
The disease 
runs it fatal course in about a week, 
death ensuing usually from exhaus­ 
tion. 
There is no known remedy for 
rabies; but opiates are administered 
freely to alleviate the frightful suf­ 
fering and to lessen the paroxysms. 


Although the germ of rabies has 
not been demonstrated, authorities 
agree that it has a specific germ. 
Rabies never occurs in the human 
subject spontaneously; it is invari­ 
ably innoculated. 
W hether it ever 
develops in the dog or in other ani­ 
mals, without inoculation, is a ques­ 
tion concerning which there is some 
difference of opinion. 
Dr. Pepper, in 
his chapter on rabies, in Vol I of his 
System of Medicine, maintains that 
the disease never occurs spontaneous­ 
ly in any animal whatever. 
In proof 
of his assertion he iustances the fact 
that the disease is unknown in the 
islands of Elba, the Hebrides 
and 
Malta, each of which is noted for its 
indigenous race of dogs; while 
in 
South Africa and Australia the out­ 
cast dogs that slowly die of hunger 
and thirst are also immune to the 
disorder. 
Moreover, Dr. Pepper teHs 
us that cruel experimenters have de­ 
prived dogs of water and of food, 
and have exposed them for days to 
the direct rays of a tropical sun, with­ 
out producing a single case of rabies. 


A fact supporting Dr. Pepper’s con- 
tantion is that in cities and towns 
where rabies 
has 
been 
prevalent 
strict enforcement of a muzzling law 
has completely stamped out the dis­ 
ease. 
Again is his opinion justified 
by another fact: Many more male 
than female dogs go mad. 
The ratio, 
as given by Dr. Pepper, is as high as 
seven to one. 


The explanation of this is, as Dr. 
Pepper’s theory, simple: 
Male dogs 
are bitten by other dogs much more 
often than are females. 
A male dog 
fights with a male, but rarely with a 
female; and, like other animals, dogs 
fight frequently among themselves 
to possess the females. 
So, bites are 
inflicted and rabies propagated, 
if 
present, among the. males. 
Even a 
mad dog will hesitate to bite a fe­ 
male of his kind. 
Anyway, however 
hydrophobia generates, it is contrary 
to the common belief, more preva­ 
lent in temperate than in torrid or 
arctic regions, and there are more 
cases in the spring and fall than in 
the summer or winter. 


Now, if it be true that rabies does 
not occur, even in the dog, except 
through inoculation, what 
becomes 
of the popular notion th at hot weath­ 
er, deprivation of water, insufficient 
food and exercise, etc,, make dogs go 
mad? 
Certainly the conviction of 
the 
impossibility 
of 
spontaneous 
rabies ought to be comforting to tit0 
many owners of pet dogs that are 
never allowed to run at large, 
It is 
re assuring to know that a dog which 
has never been bitten will never be­ 
come dangerous. 


Every one should know, though 
every one does not, that there is no 
more 
danger 
from 
the bite of a 
healthy, dog than 
from 
any other 
wound, and if the dog lives for ten 
days after he has bitten any one, 
that person may be perfectly sure 
that he will never have hydrophobia. 
There is a vulgar superstition that 
if a (fog 
that has 
inflicted a bite 
should go mad at some future time, 
the person bitten will go mad, too. 
Of course, there is nothing in it, 


When one has been bitten by a 
suspected dog he should immediately 
apply a tourniquet above the wound. 
A handkerchief or necktie will do 
if tw’isted very tight by means of a 
stick. 
The poison should then be 
sucked out, and the~bite cauterized 
as soon as possible. 
If it is believed 
that the dog w'as mad, the Pasteur 
treatm ent should be resorted to. 
Dr. 
W. L. Wheeler, of the Pasteur In­ 
stitute, states that only two-tenths of 
one per cent, of those treated at the 
institute develop 
hydrophobia, 
the 
few failures being due either to delay 
or to the great extent of the wounds. 


There 
is 
a 
pseudo-hydrophobia 
(lyssophobia) brought on by nervous 
dread, that has often been written 
about. 
But the fact that no such 


false disease can occur in very young 
children or in animals that have sup­ 
posedly died of rabies successfully 
refutes the argument of some th at 
every case of hydrophobia is im­ 
aginary. 


Now, as to the liability to true 
rabies of persons in general. 
There 
are in Greater New York alone prob­ 
ably more than a million dogs, and 
as many, if not more, cats; and prob­ 
ably thousands of 'men, women and 
children are bitten by dogs or cats, 
some of which are rabid, eyery day. 
Yet how often do we hear of a case 
of true hydrophobia? 
The Board of 
Health 
reports only 
twenty-seven 
cases during the whole of last year; 
and the annual mortality from hydro* 
phobia in 
this entire 
country of 
80,000,000 souls is only from 100 to 
300. 
Then we have the significant 
fact, vouched for by the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, that the twenty-five or 
thirty men employed by the society 
for the last fourteen years to seiee 
stray dogs and cats have been bitten 
in the 
aggregate perhaps 
15,000 
times, and often by dogs and cats pro­ 
nounced mad by competent veteri- 
naries; yet has no case of hydropho­ 
bia ever been known among the So­ 
ciety’s employes or ex-employes. 


The writer 
has it on 
the best 
authority that of persons bitten by 
animals known to have the rabies 
only sixteen per cent, develop the 
disease; this proportion being true of 
those who have not undergone any 
treatment. 
Indeed, the disease is so 
rare that many eminent physician« 
have denied its existence. That there 
is such a disease is now, however, 
conceded by the bes, part of the 
profession, and both Dr. Wheeler, 
of the 
Pasteur 
Institute, 
and Dr. 
Park, of the Board of Health, aver 
that it is greatly on the increase. 
That the disease can be eradicated 
has often been demonstrated, and if 
steps toward that end be not soon 
taken it is very possible that hydro­ 
phobia may cease to be so rare as it 
undoubtedly now is.— New York Sun­ 
day World. 


BIRDS AS FOREST WARDENS. 


Perforin Great Service to Man in Pre­ 
serving Trees. 


The 
robins 
and other familiar 
birds are struggling heroically to get 
their young 011 the wing, where they 
can be independent of the predatory 
cat and small boy, and also the tom ­ 
boy. 
This is the season when it 
« 
seems peculiarly fit that the school 
authorities should instruct teachers 
in all grades to admonish their pu­ 
pils as to their duty toward the birds 
and their nestlings at this time. 
It 
is quite apparent that the parents of 
the children are for the most part 
neglecting this most necessary bit of 
instruction; at least, it has so im­ 
pressed one who has by heroic ef­ 
forts preserved for a week a nest of 
five robins from spoilation 
at the 
hands of various children. How much 
longer the nestlings have to live is a 
problem 
from 
which 
an 
actuary 
would probably shrink. 


At the recent meeting of the Gov­ 
ernors in Washington for the purpose 
of conserving the land, w ater and 
forest resources of the nation, the 
work of the birds in protecting crops 
was freely acknowledged; but it was 
also shown that they have an impor­ 
tant part in forest preservation. The 
government recently received a re­ 
port from one of its departments to 
the effect that insects cause an annu­ 
al loss to trees of more than $100,- 
000,000. 
On the oak alone 400 spe­ 
cies of insects, which are sought and 
consumed by the birds of the forest, 
prey continually, the experts of the 
Biological Survey have discovered, 
On the willow 18* such species at­ 
tempt its destruction ;^on the pine, 
165; one the hickory, 170; one the 
birch, 105, and on the elm, 80. Care­ 
ful analysis of the stomachs of wood­ 
peckers, titmice, creepers, kinglets, 
wood warblers, wrens/ fly catchers, 
sw’allowrs, nut-hatches and other birds 
uhows that their constant labor is to 
consume those devastating insects. 


The National Society of Audubon 
Societies has declined to offer its co­ 
operation in aid of the movement be­ 
gun at Washington, and reminds the 
Governors that if they would urge 
and work for the enactment of uni­ 
form lawrs for the protection of birds, 
they would find no better means for 
forwarding their great work. 
And 
to our way of thinking, the work 
could be immensely aided 
by the 
adoption of a “bird day“ in the pub­ 
lic schools, to be celebrated early in 
May of each year. 
The exercises 
should be of such nature as to in­ 
sure an impression upon the mind 
of the predatory small boy. 
Their 
effect might also reach the mln4 of 
the thoughtless or indifferent adult 
wiio keeps a useless cat as a “pet.” 
— Rochester Herald, 


More Colorado River Changes, 
Since its invasion of the Salton 
Sink, and the struggle of the en­ 
gineers to hold it under control, the 
Colorado 
River 
has found a new 
mouth, twenty or thirty miles south­ 
east 
of the 
old 
one. 
The conse­ 
quences of this change, says Dr. D. T, 
MacDougal, are somewhat moment­ 
ous. 
For one thing, the bore which 
formerly ran many miles up-stream, 
affecting both the Colorado and the 
Hardy Rivers, will probably disap­ 
pear, since in the new channel the 
water reaches the sea by a more 
gradual descent and with a gentler 
current. 
New mud-flats will fringe 
the shore for a distance of fifty miles. 
Eventually, it is probable, a brackish 
lake, fifty or sixty miles long, will be 
formed, into which the seepage of 
the Hardy River will flow; and seri* 
ous disturbance of the plants and ani­ 
mals over an area of several hundred 
square miles may ensue« 


“Gluten” Bread and 


Cracker Frauds

When starch must be eliminated 
from a sick m an’s diet, white bread 
is the first thing tabooed, and then 
follow 
potatoes 
and 
other over­ 
charged starchy cereals. 
It is a ser­ 
ious matter for tlte patient to be de­ 
nied bread, and s6 the pathway is 
smoothed out and the doctor pre­ 
scribes 
“gluten” 
bread, 
because 
gluten 
is not a 
carbohydrate, and 
“ gluten“ bread is supposed to be free 
from starch. 


W hat is gluten? 
Well, spend ten 
minutes and find out— not all about 
it, but something about it. 
Obtain a 
heaping tablespoonful of white flour. 
Add a little water to it, in a saucer, 
and dough It into a compact ball. 
Turn on the tap in the sink, and let 
the water drip upon your hands as 
you roll the ball between your palms. 
The ball will grow less and less, and 
the water will be white with starch 
cells held in suspension. 
In ten min­ 
utes, more or less, the water will 
run clean and clear, and you appear 
to have a nodule of yellow, firm, 
vegetable gum, which you are tem pt­ 
ed to call “pure“ gluten. 
Become a 
gum chewrer for once, and keep a- 
chewing for a couple of hours. 
At 
the end of this time the-* quantity of 
gluten is less than when you took it 
from the hydrant. 
W hat has hap­ 
pened? 
You have simply mechani­ 
cally crushed and broken the gummy 
mass, exposing the infinitesimally fine 
starch cells to the moisture of the 
mouth, and the washings out of the 
raw insoluble starch has continued, 
just an extension of the sink-washing 
process, 
with 
greater 
mechanical 
elaboration to expose the entangled 
starch cell. 
Now take the piece of 
gluten to an analytic chemist. 
When 
his report comes in, you read starch 
fifteen or eighteen, or maybe twenty 
per cent.; gluten, eighty-five, eighty- 
twro or eighty per cent., and begin to 
appreciate for the first time what real 
gluten is. 


W here a case is a desperate one, 
and starch or no starch will turn the 
balance of life, it is very easy to pro* 
cure and analyze a sample of the 
flour or cracker of “gluten” the pa­ 
tient is to use. 
Such a course would 
save a physician many a perplexing 
hour, and maybe an esteemed patient 
now and then. 


Gluten is a word to conjure with. 
There is for sale in London and Paris 
a gluten bread that is much like 
baked horn or glue, but it is a step 
toward gluten, although it may con­ 
tain twenty to twenty-five per cent, 
of starch. 


The fact Is, nothing short of an in­ 
tricate installation will produce pure 
gluten, and that at a price which is 
quite, prohibitive. 
Some of the glu­ 
ten breads on the m arket may have 
a portion of their starch eliminated, 
while others have little claim to any 
use of the name.— Scientific Ameri­ 
can. 


Buck Fever. 


The saying, “A fool for luck,” was 
never more clearly illustrated than in 
a little anecdote told by Colonel Ev­ 
ans in his book on California. 
The 
author speaks of “buck fever” as be­ 
ing one of the most violent diseases 
which ever attacked the human sys­ 
tem. 
It has been the undoing of 
many an experienced hunter, but in 
the case cited by Colonel Evans it 
proved to be the making of a reputa­ 
tion. 
A farmer in Illinois named 
Wheeler had never fired a gun. 
One 
winter, however, he heard so much 
talk about the sport of hunting that 
his ambition became excited, and bor­ 
rowing a gun he started out, * When 
he came back he brought a mag­ 
nificent buck, shot by himself square 
in the middle of the forehead.

tive process; 
the farmer desires to 
raise only one kind of plant, out of 
all those that might grow on a given 
piece of 
land, and 
to eliminate 
all 
others. 
This 
must be done, in the 
case of those that spring up spontane- 
ously, by removing or killing them. 
The 
former 
process 
was 
once 
the 
only one,, but methods of killing by 
poisonous 
chemicals 
are 
gaining 
ground. 
These were first introduced 
In cases where there'was no other 
way of getting rid of the objection- 
able 
growths—for 
instance, 
where 
ithey wiire misoroscopic fungi like the 
"mildew" of grapes—but now i>olsons 
ai^e bpginning to be used to get rid 
of large weeds. 
The difficulty is in 
selecting a poison that will kill the 
-weeds, and not the crop. 
This 'lias 
been done In some instances; and in 
others 'Henri Rousset, writing dn La 
¡Nature 
(Paris, March 
28) 
suggests 
that We should try to breed varieties 
of food plants specially resistant to 
such weed poisons as we desire to 
' 
employ. 
Says Mr. Rousset: 


"Farming 
I ^ becoming 
more 
and 
more a^ scientific Industry; new fac- 
tors of all kinds have been changing 
¡it profoundly. 
These fall under three 
heads: 
(1) 
modifications /of 
method, 
-an intelligent successou o f crops. wUh 
the use of proper fertilizers, enabling 
the soil to yield three or four times 
as much as formerly; 
(2) 
modifica- 
tions 
of means, expensive and difli- 
cu'lt opeTatlou's being 
made 
simpler 
every ye-ar by the use of machinery; 
and (3) profound modification of the 
Jiving plant, 
. 
. 
. cultivated species 
having 
almost 
lost 
resembl-aince 
to 
the wild ancestral stock. 
W e 
have 
now hundreds of varietie-s of wheat, 
and it is not known precisely from 
what 
plant 
they 
are 
derived; 
the 
modern 
forage 
beet weighs 
a 
hun- 
dred 
times 
more than the 
common 
beet 
of 
the 
Mediterranean 
coast. 
Thus, to increase and develop qual- 
ities 
fitted 
to particular climates or 
uses, 
a 
large number 
of 
different 
means must be intelligently and per- 
sistently employed. 
W e wish to col- 
lect here some facts relative to the 
use of poisonous 
chemical 
products 
to improve certain plants by destroy- 
ing their 
parasites." 


Experimentation along this line, we 
are told, has been made largely with 
the lower organisms, because of their 
plasticity ainid rapid growth. 
It has 
been 
found, 
for 
instance, 
that 
the 
growth of 
a 
microscopic 
plant, 
the 
ospergillus, is completely stopped by 
.placing it 
in 
a 
silver 
vessel; 
and 
yet chemical analysis is powerless to 
reveal 
the trace of dissolved 
metal 
that must have produced the effect. 
Similar phenomena are observed with 
seeds which often refuse to germinate 
when planted In a copper vessel. The 
use of salts -of copper, lime and iron 
to kill "mildew" 
and "black-rot*' 
on 
grape vines 
is a^ result of this dis- 
covery. 
In 
medicine 
many 
poisons 
are used as antiseptics because they 
are fatal to the microscopic vegetable 
germs of disease. 
Poisons are used 
also to kill the higher vegetable or- 
ganisms in certain cases. 
W e read: 
"In 
tropical 
regions, 
the 
care 
of 
railway lines, which has been made 
difficult by the exuberant vegetation, 
has been recently made easier by the 
use of arsenic. 
Mr. John A. Harman

The claim of the Washington heirs 
to the ownership of the city of Cin- 
cinnati 
and 
other 
trifles 
out 
west 
which the Father of his Country over- 
looked 
in disposing 
of 
his 
estate, 
draws attention 
to his 
realty -hold* 
ln»3. 
His marriage with the widow 
Curtis- brought him 
15.000 acres of 
lacd, mostly lying about the -city of 
Williamsburg, 
and 
a 
considerabla 
property within that city. 


Williamsburg 
was 
an 
Important 
place In those days, the royal gov- 
ernors 
used to hold their 
vice-regal 
courts 
there, 
and 
the 
plantations 
round about 
there 
were 
flourisiilng 
aj-.d valuable. 
The Mount Vernon es- 
tate, added to that inherited and pui^ 
chased by Washington, amounted to 
more 
than 
S.OOO aei'es. 
From 
his 
father he Inherited about 300 acres 
near Fredei^cksburg and some prop- 
erty in that clty^ He earned, by sur- 
veying 
for 
Lord 
Fairfax, 
550 acres 
of forest land In Frederick -County, 
This last was sold by the Washing- 
ton heirs only a few years ago. 
As 
a military bounty for -his services in 
he French 
and Indian War 
he se- 
cured 5.000 acres in wes-tern lands, 
and Increased the amount later part- 
ly by purchase to more than 30,000 
acres. 


In his letters to his secretary. To- 
bias L-ear, Washington speaks of his 
lands "lying on the Ohio between the 
mouths of the Great and Little Kana- 
wha Rivers/' amounting to 9,159 acres 
and of land on the Great 
Kanawha 
amounting to 23,000 and more acres. 
These apparently were the land he 
obtained 
by patent 
for his 
services 
in the French and Indian War 
and 
added to by purchase, 
though some 
of the newspaper reports of the claims 
of the Washington heirs make It ap- 
pear that a part of the land obtained 
for 
military 
services 
was 
in

is now Ohio, and comprised the site

Agriculture Is essentially a selec­ 
tive process; the faruier desires to 
raise only one kind of plant, out of 
all those that might gix>w on a given 
piece of land, and to eliminate all 
others. 
This must be done, In the 
case of 'those that spring up spontane­ 
ously, by removing or killing them. 
Tho former process was once the 
only one^ but methods of killing by 
poisonous 
chemicals 
are 
gaining 
ground. 
These were first iatroduced 
In cases where there ^was no other 
way of getting rid of the objection* 
able 
growths—for 
Instance, 
where 
they wfere misoroscoplc fungi like the 
“mildew” of grapes—but now i>oIsons 
ai'e bpginning to be used to get rid 
of large weeds. 
The dililcuUy is 
selecting a poison that will kill the 
weeds, and not the crop. 
This 'Ixas 
been done in some instances; and in 
others «Henri Rousset, writing dn La 
iNature 
(Paris, March 28) 
suggests 
that We should try to breed varieties 
of food plants specially resistant to 
such weed poisons as we desire to 
employ. 
Says Mr. Rousset: 
“Farming iá' becoming more and 
more a' scientific industry; new fac­ 
tors of all kinds have been changing 
lit profoundly. These fall under three 
heads: 
(1) modifications /of method, 
-an intelligent successon of'crops» with 
the use of proper fertilizers, enabling 
the soli to yield three or four times 
a s much as formerly; (2) modifica­ 
tions of means, expensive and diffi­ 
cult opeTations being made simpler 
every year by the use of machinery; 
and (3) profound modification of the 
living plant, . 
. 
. cultivated species 
having almost lost resembLance to 
the wild ancestral stock. 
We have 
now hundreds of varieties of wheat, 
and it is not known precisely from 
what plant they are derived; 
the 
modern forage beet weighs a hun­ 
dred times mere than the common 
ibeet 
of 
the 
Mediterranean 
coast 
Thus, to increase and develop qual­ 
ities fitted to particular climates or 
uses, a large number 
of 
different 
means must be intelligently and per­ 
sistently employed. 
We wish to col­ 
lect here some facts relative to the 
use of poisonous chemical products 
to improve certain plants by destroy­ 
ing their parasites.*' 
Experimentation along this line, we 
are told, has been made largely with 
the lower organisms, because of their 
plasticity amd rapid growth. 
It has 
been found, for instance, tluit the 
growth of a microscopic plant, the 
aspergillus, is completely stopped by 
placing it in a silver vessel; and 
yet chemical analysis is powerless to 
reveal the trace of dissolved metal 
that m ust have produced the effect. 
Similar phenomena are observed with 
seeds which often refuse to germinate 
when planted in a copper vessel. The 
use of salts o l copper, lime and iron 
to kill “mildew*' and “black-i*ot** on 
grape vines is a" result of this dis­ 
covery. 
In medicine many poisons 
are used as antiseptics because they 
are fatal to the microscopic vegetable 
germs of disease. 
Poisons are used 
also to kill the higher vegetable or­ 
ganisms In certain cases. 
We read: 
“In tropical regions, the care of 
railway lines, which has been made 
difficult by the exuberant vegetation, 
has 'been recently made easier by the 
use of arsenic. 
Mr. John A. Harman 
reports that the authorities of the 
railway fi*om Guayaquil to Quito, af­ 
ter conclusive experiments, have de­ 
cided to sprinkle its right of way.

Son Fatally and Father 


Seriously Injured in Collision 


While <lelivering milk to HIS customers 
in West York Sumlay morning, John E. 
Chronister and bis son Elton, aged al>out 
7 years, met with a bad accident whereby 
the father was seriously hurt and the son 
so badly mangled that^e died at 4:45 o'- 
clock Monday afternoon, by a trolley car 
striking the milk wagon and knocking it 
into splinters. 
A Hanover passenger car, 
closely fallowed by a line car, passi^i. 
Chronister was leaning to the rear of the 
vehicle, arranging bottk>s, and his son, 
who was driving, took for granted that no 
more cars M-ere coming and drove across 
the tracks. As he did so the work car, 
said by witnesses to be running at high 
speed and without a gong, ciwlunl down 
upon it The boy was caught Iwneath the 
car and was carried along with the debris 
of the wreck, and stones which piled up 
in front of the truck until the car, finally 
thrown from the trac^k by the wreckage, 
came to a stop, a distance of over 180 feet. 
The M-reck crew jumi>ed off the C4\r and 
lifted the truck when the boy, his head 
covered with blixxl, was drnged from l>e- 
neath the car, wliere he lay on his face, 
his head under the truck and \he wheel 
of the car grazing his body. He received 
a 4 inch star shaixMl wound in the back 
of the head, and one of similar size and 
sha^ie on the top, the scalp being laid 
back from each. • On different parts of 
his body were eight cuts from 1 to 2 inch- 
in length, each of which had to be stitch- 
ed. He also received numerous bruises. 
The father was caught by the left leg on 
the fender of the car and dmgged some 
distance, being also badly cut and bruised 
and rendered unconscious. Both were 
removed to the city hos])it4d where the 
boy died at the time above stated, but 
the father is now on a fair way to recov- 
erp'.

A Queer Business. 
During the j)ast three months Drs. Kngle 
and Atkinson have captun^d between 3(X) 
and 400 coj)j)erhea<l an<l rattle snakes in 
the mountains about (iraffensburg and 
Cash town, A < lams county. 
It is saitl that 
they have actually cleaned out the visible 
suj)i)ly of snakes of these s]>e(ies, and 
were anxious to secuire more. 
The two 
doctors extract the venom from the jxiison 
ducts of the snakes, securing about two 
drops from each snake. 
TJie ])oison is 
carefully bottled and sold at a high price 
to European siientists, who use it in med­ 
ical experiments. 
The snake hunters say that the season 
has been a poor one yielding only from 
three to four oi)hidians a day on an aver­ 
age though in i)oint of size those secured 
average up well. 
Manny rattlei^s have 
been caught measuring from live to six 
feet in length and as thick as a man’s up­ 
per arm. 
The bodies of all the snakes 
which they cat<*h are ship])ed to New 
York wiiere they are mounted by taxi­ 
dermists.

Thunderbolts. 


"Did you ever see the diameter ot 
a lightning flash measured?" asked a 
geologist, 
"Well, here is the case 
which onca inclosed a flash of light- 
ning that fitted it exactly, so you can 
see how big it was. 
This is called a 
'fulgarite,' or 'lightning hole,' and the 
material it is made of is glass. 


"When a bolt of lightning strikes a 
bed of sand, it plunges downward for 
a distance less or greater, transform- 
ing simultaneously Into glass the sil- 
ica in the material through which it 
passes. 
Thus by its great heat it 
forms a glass tube of precisely its 
own size. 


"Now and then such a tube, known 
as a fulgarite, is found and dug up, 
Fulgarites have been followed into 
the sand by excavations for nearly 
thirty feet. 
They vary in interior 
diameter from the size of a quill to 
three inches or more, according to the 
'bore' of the flash. But fulgarites are 
not produced alone in sand. 
They 
are found also in solid rock, though 
very naturally of slight depth, and 
frequently existing as a thin, glassy 
covering on the surface. 


"Such fulgarites occur in astonish-, 
ing abundance on the summit of Lit- 
tle Ararat, in Armenia. 
The rock is 
so soft and porous that blocjcs Or foot 
long can be obtained, perforated in 
all directions by little tubes 
filled 
with bottle green glass formed from 
the fused rock. 


"Some wonderful fulgarites were* 
found by Humboldt on the high Ne- 
vada de Toluca, in Mexico, 
Masses 
of the rock were covered with a thin 
layer of green .glass. 
Its peculiar 
shimmer in the sun led Humboldt to 
asceni the precipitous peak at the 
risk of-his life."—New York Press.

Porpoises at PJay. 


A remarkable photograph of half 
a dozen 
porpoises, playing 
under 
water, just ahead of the bow of a 
steamship traveling at the rate of 
thirteen knots an hour, has been pub- 
lished by a correspondent of Knowl- 
edge, Mr. C. H. Gale. 
The sea was 
calm and the photograph was made 
by leaning over the bow of the ves- 
eej. 
Mr, Gale calls attention to the 
singular fact that the porpoises, while 
easily

position 
ahead of the ship, showed no appar- 
ent effort or motion of body, tail or 
fin. 
Yet he thinks that they were 
not carried along by movement of 
the water in front of the vessel, be- 
cause air-bubbles were seen rushing 
from their backs, and the photograph 
shows the effect of these bubbles by 
the white streaks on the backs of the 
animals.

"Did you ever see the diameter of 
a lightning flash measured?" asked a 
geologist. 
“Well, here is the case 
which once inclosed a flash of light­ 
ning that fitted it exactly, so you can 
see how big it was. 
This is called a 
‘fulgarite,' or ‘lightning hole,' and the 
material it is made of is glass. 


“When a bolt of lightning strikes a 
bed of sand, it plunges downward for 
a distance less or greater, transform­ 
ing simultaneously into glass the sil­ 
ica in the material through which it 
passes. 
Thus by its great heat it 
forms a glass tube of precisely its 
own size. 


“Now and then such a tube, known 
as a fulgarite, is found and dug up, 
Fulgarites have been followed into 
the sand by excavations for nearly 
thirty feet. 
They vary in interior 
diameter from the size of a quill to 
three inches or more, according to the 
‘bore' of the flash. 
But fulgarites are 
not produced alone in sand. 
They 
are found also in solid rock, though 
very naturally of slight depth, and 
frequently existing as a thin, glassy 
covering on the surface. 


“Such fulgarites occur in astonish-, 
ing abundance on the summit of Lit­ 
tle Ararat, in Armenia. 
The rock is 
so soft and porous that blocjts q, foot 
long can be obtained, perforated in 
all directions by little tubes filled 
with bottle green glass formed from 
the fused rock. 


“Some wonderful fulgarites were* 
found by Humboldt on tbe high Ne­ 
vada de Toluca, in Mexico. 
Masses 
of the rock were covered with a thin 
layer of green .glass. 
Its peculiar 
shimmer in the sun led Humboldt to 
asceni the precipitous peak at the 
risk of-his life."— New York Press.

Marvelous Accuracy Shown in Coast 
Artillery Practice. 


One hundred per cent, target rec­ 
ords recently have been made by 
three-inch rifles in the coast artillery 
corps. 
The Nineteenth Company, at 
Battery McDonough, with three-inch 
rifles at Fort Caswell, N. C., *on May 
23, made 10 hits out of 10 shots fired 
at a material target 10 feet high by 
24 feet long, moving five miles an 
hour at a mean rant,e of !,G00 yards. 
The series of 20 shots was fired in 
38 seconds. 
This is the first report 
received by General Murray, chief of 
artillery, sjiowing 100 per cent, for 
a. three-inch battery. 


A second performance of this kind 
took 
place 
at Battery 
Lord, Fort 
Moultrie, S. C., when the Sixteenth 
Company of the Coast Artillery Corps 
on June 1 made 10 hits out of 10 
shots fired at a target moving at the 
rate of nine miles an hour at a mean 
range of 1,230 yards, the shots being 
fired in 36 seconds.
